The whole surface is incnisted with an intri- 
cate ornamental design. The price is $75. 
Ton may boy them at «30, $40, $90, $80. 
Wool* sets, Including the brash and *»«3f a 
dooen«naUobJect»,seUfor$aoOor$300. TheM 
are by no meant the most expensive. Rich 
people who pat a year's moderate inoome Into 
trifles such as these have sete made to order 
from special design*, at 13,000, $3,500 and 
$8,000. It would be bard to came a limit for 
the price of objects in silver since the art of 
decorating that metal has been brought to lt» 
jpteseiit perfection. 


OOn OF A. DINlrBB SBt. 


A recent freak if for pretty litUe articles 


ta silver with humorous or affectionate mot- 
toe* etched upon the metal There are doz- 
ens, perhaps hundreds, of such objects, and 
artists are constantly at work suggesting new 
designs to be applied to other articles. It 
would be hard to name any trifling object of 
daily use that has not thus been made a luxury. 


Here i« a coffee pot holding, perhaps, three 


pints. It is repousse work. The whole sur- 
face is hammered into forms of leaf and blos- 
som. All this work is done by the patient 
toil of an ajrtbVartban, under the guidance 
of a •'ft'r'f who knowf just what can and 
cannot be done with the malleable metals. 
Ton would think that the blossoms in silver 
bad been sast and then affixed to the body of 
the vessel, but all was wrought by steady 
hammering upon solid metaL It took the 
workman probably six months to turn out 
fhtepUc*. The price is 31,600. It any one 
bad the temerity to order a whole dinner 
senlij* of, such ware the price might easily 
be $60,000 or $75,000. Here is a smaller pot 
of the same ware. Chrysanthemums, beau- 
tifully wrought, crowd the whole surface. It 
cost enough to purchase a poor man's home. 


In these it is the delicate handiwork that 


makes the price so high. There is a great 
silver punch bowl containing ten times as 
much silver as either pot, but the price is only 
$1,800. Punch bowls, by the way, are not so 
popular now as they were with our ancestors, 
though they are still manufactured. The 
largest one I have seen was marked $4,000. 
When B rich N«w Yorker has a mind to in- 
dulge in an expensive bit of table ware he 
does not buy a $4,000 punch bowl Perhaps 
he pays twice as much for a repousse tea set 
It is not long since two gold trays were 
bought at $4,000 each. Here is a tete*-tete 
tea set- just a little teapot, a cream pitcher 
and a bowl. The price is $1,800. A good 
many ot the kind are sold. It you would 
be just right, you may buy «n«m«i«<i silver 
spoon* at $200 a dozen, or fish knives at $100 a 
dooen, or tiny sUrer cups for after dinner cot- 
tee at $50 each. One rich New Torker serves 
tarrapti to hi* friends in silver tureens made 
in exact imitation of the terrapin. Yoa lift 
the silver shell that serves as lid, and there is 
the steaming delicacy. 
Gold spoons with 


round bowls accompany the tureens. Such a 
service eosta hardly Uss than $1,900. It is 
used only for serving terrapin. 


Derigns for all these things are studied 


from, nature. An aquarium furnishes living 
aperimens of reptiles, fish and water plants, 
and blooming natural flowers constantly 
guide Uw artist in his work, 


One of tiie oddest objects Is a loving cup 


decorated in the styla of native Indian art 
The body of the cup represent a gourd. The 
bandies ere shaped like the horns ot a but- 
lalo; the feet represent the head and forelegs 
ot the BUM aau&sl The bowl is perfectly 
anooth, save for designs in relief of Indian 
dhnoesaad oarioof streaks ot copper and en- 
amel. Nothing of the kind was ever made 
before.

Am^giAMi work in enameled silver present* 


an interesting- contrast to fenadan ware of 
thlinrt "The Russians have beep doing work 
of the kind for many years, but the effect Is 
crude and bizarre. The whole snrf ace glitters 
with halt a dosan colors, aad fire gilding gives 
the impression of aglaxa. AT^***™ enam- 
eled sUrer is rich andquJot in design, without 
glare or glitter. It far exceeds the Russian 
in cost Half a down little coffee cups, lancers 
and spoon* in American enameled silver are 
marked $900. Even the extravagance of 
American millionaires halts at such articles 
as these. Nobody buys a full dinner set of 
such ware. It is best seen in small pieces. 
Accordingly yon find little liqueur cnps,bold- 
dpy three thimbleful*, at $13 or $15 each. 
Sometimes native pearls are set in the silver. 
Often a little teapot of such ware is marked 
$1,000. If yon order such things made from 
your own special designs, the price is higher 
This is not" unusual. 


The country is fall of people who do not 


know what to do with their wealth, and for 
them the silversmith set* his wits working to 
in vent costly trifles. Gold service is as yet 
confined chiefly to royalty .but gilded silver 
is much used fordeaserta. It is costlier than 
silver, but hardly so handsome. Here costU- 
neb, however, is no longer a recommendation 
to the buyer of American silverware. Buy- 
ers have been educated to expect artistic 
work. Hence the neglect of mere curios, such 
a* the well known Russian ware, that gives 
you a weO executed damask napkin in silver, 
folded across a cake basket or a tray. The 
work fa marvelous in its way. The sliver has 
almost the whiteness of dsraartr, aad the sur- 
face Is deceptive even to the touch. The 
Russians do such work as no other people 
can. It involves great pains and a vast 
amountof hand labor. There was atime when 
rich Americans, going abroad, were sure to 
bring back a specimen of this odd ware. 
Sow it sells for a tenth the price of borne 
•ade repotttt work,—New York Star.

the Street* of » Hater Town. 


"Amok! Amokt* responds one morning 


through the streets of a Malay town in the 
Indian archipelago. Men, women and chil- 
dren flee in all directions, screaming with 
terror; loud cries rend the air, warning 
everybody to be on their guard; the gates 'tof 
the large houses are shut and fastened. 
"Amokl Amok!" shriek the people, A* they 
trample over each other in their hurry to 
save their lives. The alarm spreads far and 
wide. The hand of every Malay springs to 
the twisted band of his sheath, to draw forth 
the dagger that hangs by his side; Use police 
clutch their weapons; the Europeans seize 
their guns; every eye, every nerve is strained 
for the coming peril

ing stabbed an old man to the heart, killed a 
fainting woman, and dispatched a child half 
dead with fright He is pursued by a num- 
ber of reoptawmed who spears, daggers, 
knives, guns and clubs, who grow as madly 
exratei as the wild creature they chase. 
Brtndishmg his ruddy blade, the ghastly 
Malay, parEaps hhnsrif gashed with cuta, and 
bleeding from ttabs, listing along in his fury, 
driving his kris into the back of atoanrun- 
Iflng for hi* very life, leaping over his body, 
'avoiding a thrust made by a pursuer, and re- 
turning it with fatal effect 


Boot after shot is fired at the flying ma- 


niac, who still runs on, strong and enduring, 
like a fierce wounded tiger, marking his course 
with his own blood and that of fresh victims, 
And so he goes on and on till he falls from 
some shot:, or sinks from exhaustion, to be 
dispatched by the ready daggers of his 
chasers. Or, perhaps, cut off and hemmed 
in/the amok runner, dripping with blood, 
stands at bay in some house or against a wall, 
glaring with bloodshot eyes, and, holding out 
bis stained kris, defies any one to approach.

The Gaowth of Cities. 


The growth of cities in the present cen- 


tury is without parallel or precedent in any 
previous age of the world. 
AD examina- 


tion of facts and figures, which in this case 
do not lie, chows that the citifs of nccient 
and mediseval times were few and signifi- 
cant in comparison with those of our own 
age. 
When Borne was at the bight of its 


jrandenr and prosperity its population is 
estimated to have been from 500,000 to 2,- 
250,000; tbe Encyclopedia Brittanica is 
probably not far wrong in putting it at 
abont 1,000,000; and in all the rest ot Eu- 
rope there was not one other city which 
would now be above thii d or fourth rank in 
respect of population. The only city of 
the first rank in Africa was Alexandria, 
with a population somewhere between 
500,000 and 1,000,000. In Asia, as it was 
known to tbe European world, Jerusa- 
lem alone had a vast population, and a 
glance at the area of that city in the time 
of Herod tbe Great shows that it cenld 
never have contained such a population as 
it is lometimes Enid to have hau. In the 
Middle Ages no city attained to a great 
size. For example, London, which was 
called an illustrious city by tho venerable 
Beds, had a pbpoulation in Shakespeare's 
time no larger than Boston now bas. 
A 


hundred years later it had a population 
equal to the present population of Chicago. 
It WAS not for another hundred yenrs— 
that is to say, before the American Revo- 
lution—that London bad come to have as 
many inhabitants as Philadelphia now has. 
Since then the growth has been incredibly 
rapid. 
Fifty years ago London had a pop- 


ulation equal to that of New York, Brook- 
lyn and Jersey City put together, and in 
1880 it had no lean than 5,500,000—that is 
to toy, a population as large us New York, 
Brooklyn, Philadelphia, Chicago,'St. Louis, 
Baltimore, Cincinnati find San Francibco 
had in the same year; or, to pnt it in an- 
other way, the population of London alone 
in 7.880 was as large as the population of 
all England and Waits at the time of 
Shakesp'eare's death. No other city in the 
world has grown na London has grown, bnt 
through tbe whole of Europe the.e has 
been a marvelous growth of city popula- 
tions during tbe present cenntnry. In 
Englund alone there are now 75 cities, the 
smallest ol which bas 75,000 inhabitant!!, 
and if suburbs could be counted the figures 
wonld be be Btill higher. 
A circle, for ex 


ample, drown with a radius of 50 miles, 
with Manchester ns a center, wonld include 
as large a population as a circle of tho 
same radius having its center at Charing 
Cross. 
Hundreds of square miles in 


Scotland have been cruelly depopulated, 
and yet the population continues to grow, 
bnt the increase is in the cities. 
Glasgow, 


which had 150,000 inhabitants 50 years 
ago, has now as many as Chicago, atsd is 
growing faster than Chicago. In Ireland, 
too, in spite of its enormous emigration, 
the city popn'ution docs not fall off, for tbe 
statistics thow that for every two emi- 
grants from Irish cities the;o have been 2f 
from country places. 
On the Coutinenl 


the eome law bolds. While tbe population 
of Belgium has increased 11 per cent, that 
of Brussels has gained 20 and that of Ant- 
werp has gained 30. 
Ia Denmark the in- 


crease of city populations to tbe increase of 
the whole country is as 3 to 1. In Prussia, 
while the population of the country it sta- 
tionary, tbe increase io cities is 25 per 
cent., and Berlin alone, which ia 18GO had 
400,000, hns now 1,400,000. 
In Bnssia 


ihe four chief cities have doubled their 
population in twenty years. Since the 
war with Germany Paris adds 50,009 to 
population every year. 
Compared will 


the changes going en and hardly observed 
in this country, even the enormous facts 
jaat stated are almost insignificant. It is 
startling to be told that in 1800 there were 
in this whole country only six cities o! 
over 6,000 inhabitants! There are now, 
or rather there were in 1880, 286. 
Tbe 


shift of population is well shown by Ihe 
following figures of M. Loomis: In 1870 
only one-thirtieth of the people of the 
United States lived in cities of 8,000 in- 
habitants or over; in 1800, one-twenty- 
fiftb; in 1830, one-sixteenth; in 1840, one- 
twelfth; in 3850, one-fight)); in 18GO, ont- 
sixth; in 1870, one-fifth; in 1800, nearly 
one-fourth. These facts require no com- 
ment; they ppeab for themselves. They 
show a change in tha habits of the people 
of the present age, and especially in this 
country, which must bring with it a radi- 
cal change in all the social conditions ol 
life.—The Churchman.

An Ordinance Declaring What me NuU 


anc«* Within the Town of Reno, and 
to Prevent the Same, and to Provide 
Fnnl*hm«nt Therefor and the Re- 
moval Thereof. 


The Board of Count; Commissioner! of the 
county of Wuhoe, State of Nevada, do ordain as 
fellows: 


BEOTICN 1. that no person sliRll bang ot main 
tatn any sign, awning or other structure orer and 
across any sidewalk unless such sign, awning or 
structure aball be ut least ten feet above too Bide 
walk. 


SKO, 2. That no person sball place or maintain 
any permanent Beat on any strext, alley or side- 
walk; and H shall be the duly of the Chief of Po- 
lice and all peace offl.cra to Bummarily remove 
any such obstruction. 


BE0.3, Tbatuo person shall obstruct,in any 
manner, in whole or m part or at all, any street, 
alley or sidewalk with-.u the town or Heno; pro. 
\-ided, nothing herein contained shad problblt 
any merchant or other person doing business in 
any building fronting on any street, (front mean- 
ing malu entrance), from occupying a space not to 
exceed three feeton the inside of the siuewalk in
